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(54) DOOR MIRROR OF AUTOMOBILE 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To confirm the rear view even at the time of 
storing the door mirror of an automobile at the same 
longitudinal direction as a position to use a door mirror 
main body, in the case of the door mirror of the 
automobile. 

CONSTITUTION: A housing 20 storing a door mirror 
main body 21 is supported on a base 10 of a door mirror 
of an automobile fixed on a front corner part of a front 
side door so that it can be set up and down between a 
using position projected in the car width direction and a 
storing position in the longitudinal direction. The back 
surface of the base 10 is placed in parallel on the 
housing 20 situated at the using position and formed in a 
longitudinal shape corresponding to longitudinal width of 
this housing, and an auxiliary mirror 16 of a longitudinal shape to secure a field of rear view is 
installed on it.

CLAIMS 
[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] In the door mirror of the automobile made to support so that housing which contained the 
door mirror body may be made to **** at the base fixed to the front corner part of a frontside door 
between the operating location which projected to the cross direction, and the storing location of a cross 
direction The door mirror of the automobile characterized by attaching in said rear face the auxiliary 
mirror of the longwise configuration which secures a back field of view while being juxtaposed by 
housing in an operating location and forming the rear face of the base in the longwise configuration 
corresponding to the dip of housing of a parenthesis. 

[Claim 2] In the door mirror of the automobile made to support so that housing which contained the 
door mirror body may be made to **** at the base fixed to the front corner part of a frontside door 
between the operating location which projected to the cross direction, and the storing location of a cross 
direction at the base While arranging the auxiliary mirror which secures a back field of view to opening 
which was juxtaposed by housing in an operating location, formed the housing section for auxiliary 
mirrors which has the rear face of the longwise configuration corresponding to the dip of housing of a 
parenthesis, and was formed in said rear face The door mirror of the automobile characterized by 
attaching the tooth back of said auxiliary mirror in the swivel joint formed in said housing circles for 
auxiliary mirrors so that devotion of this auxiliary mirror may be enabled vertically and horizontally.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to the door mirror of the automobile which the front 
corner part of a frontside door was made to support so that housing which contained the door mirror 
body may be made to **** between the storing locations in alignment with the operating location and 
frontside door which projected to the cross direction. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In case this kind of door mirror runs a narrow route, or in order to avoid 
contact on other vehicles at the time of a stop, it pushes down on the storing location in alignment with a 
side door. Therefore, in this storing location, in order that a door mirror may hide, the door mirror which 
attached the auxiliary mirror in the outer edge surface of housing by JP,4-1 08448,U, or bent the door 
mirror body along with the outer edge surface at the end is common knowledge. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Thereby, also where housing is stored, a back check is 
attained by the auxiliary mirror. However, since the location is further located back rather than the 
operating location of a door mirror body, there is a problem which becomes hard to see from a driver's 
seat. 

[0004] Therefore, this invention aims at offering the door mirror of the automobile which enables a back 
check in the same order location as the operating location of a door mirror body at the time of storing. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to attain this object, this invention at the base fixed to the 
front corner part of a frontside door In the door mirror of the automobile made to support so that housing 
which contained the door mirror body may be made to **** between the operating location which 
projected to the cross direction, and the storing location of a cross direction While being juxtaposed by 
housing in an operating location and forming the rear face of the base in the longwise configuration 
corresponding to the dip of housing of a parenthesis, it is characterized by attaching in a rear face the 
auxiliary mirror of the longwise configuration which secures a back field of view. 
[0006] 

[Function] It usually passes and the housing is made to stand up to the location which projected to the 
cross direction at the time of the activity of a door mirror body. Where housing is pushed down on the 
storing location of a cross direction, the check of the back part which met the car is attained by the 
auxiliary mirror through the clearance between a frontside door and housing. 
[0007] 

[Example] The door mirror of the automobile by one example of this invention is explained based on 
drawing 1 thru/or drawing 3 . A door mirror consists of the base 10 by which a stop is ****ed and 
carried out to the frontside glass in the front corner part of the frontside door 2 at the corner piece 1 
( drawing 3 ) of the shape of a triangle which adjoins the front, and housing 20 equipped with the door 
mirror body 21 attached in this base possible [ **** ]. The base 10 is formed in L typeface by front view 
by housing section 10a for auxiliary mirrors which equips a side face with the bolt 13 fixed to the corner 
piece 1, and has the rear face of the longwise configuration corresponding to the dip of the vertical 
direction of housing 20, and door mirror supporter 10b which had the shaft 15 which is prolonged in the 
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vehicle outdoor direction in the soffit section, and supports housing 20 to revolve set up. 
[0008] Between the vertical sides of housing section 10a for auxiliary mirrors, as shown in drawing 2 , 
while bearing of the vertical shaft 17 is carried out, tongue 17a is attached at the projecting upper bed 
section. It is around equipped with sealant 16a, and the auxiliary mirror 16 whose maximum width of 
the cross direction is about 20mm is arranged, and the swivel joint 18 currently fixed to the shaft 17 by 
the tooth back is attached in the opening 1 1 of the longwise configuration formed in the rear face. 
[0009] While housing 20 is supported by the base 10 free [ a revolution ] by inserting the sleeve in a 
shaft 15 , the stopper section (not shown ) made to **** in [ between the storing locations which met the 
operating location where it escaped and housing 20 projected to the cross direction in a stop device (not 
shown ) and door mirror supporter 10b and frontside door 2 to the car cross direction ] about 90 degrees 
is attached . 

[0010] Thus, the actuation of the door mirror of the constituted automobile is as follows. Housing 20 is 
made to stand up to the location which projected to the cross direction at the time of the activity of the 
door mirror body 21 , as the continuous line of drawing 1 A and drawing 1 B shows. Thereby, a back 
check is attained as usual. The check of the back partial [ which the auxiliary mirror 16 was especially 
located in the clearance between the frontside door 2 and housing 20, and met the car for running a 
narrow route etc. where housing 20 is pushed down on a storing location to the cross direction in 
alignment with the frontside door 2 (refer to the two-dot chain line of drawing 1 B and drawing 3 ) ], for 
example, rear wheel, neighborhood is attained, the normal position which shows the visual field of the 
auxiliary mirror 16 to drawing 2 to the four-directions part - pushing « a swivel joint 18 - a back visual 
field — vertically and horizontally ~ or revolution actuation of the tongue 17a is carried out, and it can 
carry out adjustable to right and left as occasion demands by the shaft 17. 
[001 1] In addition, in order to replace with the above-mentioned example and to simplify a 
configuration, when not performing positioning of an auxiliary mirror, forming the rear face of the base 
in a flat longwise configuration, and fixing the auxiliary mirror of a suitable configuration is also 
considered. In this case, as for a perimeter, it is desirable to surround by the flange so that it may not get 
wet. The base can apply this invention also to the door mirror by which it is attached in the front corner 
of the frontside door itself instead of the corner piece which adjoins frontside glass to the front. 
[0012] 

[Effect of the Invention] According to invention of claim 1, a back check needs to be attained in the base 
part which a door mirror does not rotate also where a door mirror is stored along with a frontside door, 
therefore it can check by looking in the same cross-direction location as the operating location of a door 
mirror, and it is not necessary to give an excessive echo further to a perimeter. According to invention of 
claim 2, positioning of the four directions becomes possible within housing for auxiliary mirrors.
